Woat Orange streot.  The German and Eng-
liah schiool was ostalilished snd graded. The
school aite on Rookland street was purchnsed
and the coatract for the ereotion of the sohool
bulldingawarded. Ao sdditionsl lemporary
seoondary sohool was establiniied in Looher's
bullding, Contre Square, The rules for the
government of the bosrd and of the schools
ware revised and the currioulum of the high
school amended.

He was olooted on the Slst of August, 184,
to LAl s vecancy oaused by Lhe realgoation
of Rev. Mr. Baliuson;, and remmsned »n
member until Novetnber, 1550 —a period of
more than & years—and duriog all this tme
he was one of the most aotive members, He
sorved on sl the lmiportsot  comittoos,
and  was  for  years  obhalrioan ol the
fAnance, suporintending, property and
olbher committess. e wea & good clerk
and the minutos of tho board show Lhat for
many years ke was called upon to draw up
tao {wportant annusl statistioal sod anoual
reporta His voloe and vole were ever on
the side of botter schools and more of thew ;

John W, Jeckson was born in Marylaud,
and was brought to Lancaster by his mother
when be was a mere child, When only
sayon years old he was put to work in the
“pld tactory' st the fool of Mookland street,
A fow yoars lator ho wes omployed as errand
by In the dry goods store of Mr. Hoffmeler,
on North Queen streel, where B /2. Mhreln.

Mr. Hofmeler untl about 1540, when ho be.
came ssalosman 1o the comb and vaviety
store of Jobn Shaffoer, theo carried on o
the bullding now cocupled as a jewelry store
by B, Z Hhreiner,

Hero Lo remalned until 1845, when be and
the late Michanl Zalitn bought out Mr, Shatl
ner's ealabilsbment, and carrled on the jow.
elry, cotub and varksty business 1o which
Lthey were very sncoesalul, In 1862 they sold
out to Shreiner & Brother, and Mr. Jaokson
avopted s position ln the oMos of Hon, Thow
H. Burrowes, then secretary of the common-
weoallth, and remained with blm a year or
two.

Democeats and when Mr, Hochanan was

educsted man, sud ook & warm interest in
the public sehools and other educational In-
Aututions.  His religion was of a liberal aud
unseatarian character, and It was not until s
| abort time before his death that he conpected
| himssll with the Moravian churoh,

that Mr. Jackson's deatb ocourred (n the
